They show thet the Turkish Government 
in what seems a dream of making Turkey 
the economic master of both Burope and 
Asia. has virtually placed itself for 09 years 
in the hands of the Chester group or any one 
to whom Admiral] Chester might sell out 
the operating rights in the multitudinous 
grants and all for the jump sum of 70.000 
pounds, Turkish. (The prewar value of a 
Turkish pound was $4375.) Today this ts 
worth less than $49,900 tn American momer. 


Whet French Concessions Were 

The concessions which the French claim 
were accorded them in 1914 in return for 
the loan promised of 1,000,000,000 francs 
and only a small part of what is granted to 
the Chester Syndicate, although the French, 
heaving already lent half s billion before hee 
tiiities broke out, would have paid anether 
£00,000,000 francs.

Playing for U.S. Sympathy in Wer 

One of the most startling paragraphs in 
Feysi Bey’s report, however, shows he was 
not only thinking of economic supericrity 
but for expiotting American assiztance in 
future Wars. 

“In the event of the construction of these 
lines, which have recetved the approval of 
the Genera] Staff—thus becoming an essen- 
tial part of Turker’s future strategic eystem

That signature probably settled matters for A!- 
fred Baines. The sordid, umromantic last chapter 
in the story was written in the office of a London 
Coroner when an inquest into Baines’ suicide was 
beid. In the dingy, crowded little room, with 
London traffic beating ite dull monotone without. 
Mrs. Baines recounted the history of her daugh- 
ter. In the court tae letters were read again. 
duly ticketed according to formula, and after one 
witness said thts and another said that {t was 
wisely decided that Alfred Sandelis Baines “killed 
himself while of unsound mind.”
